LAltO'R'S RIGHT TO CO.MBIXE. 
The day is past when a great organi- 


zation of'capital cnn maintain the fiilse 
position that their employes shall be de- 
nied the right to organize into compact 
bodies and >poak through the organiza- 
tion of which they 
are members. We 


recognize the right of capital to consoli- 
llnte, to federate and to <*peak and act 
through it? organization, but in accord- 
ing these rights and privileges to capital 
<ve demand and shall apsert tl:r same 
privileges for those who toil. Between 
the combination of capital- on the one 
hand and the organization of Inbor on 
the other there should be nnd need be no 
Irreconcilable conflict; each is a factor 
In the economic development tif our viv- 
Ilization, and the application in business 
judgment and plain common sense by 
each would enable them to work in har- 
mony. While the interests of labor and 
capitol are not by any means ide.ntiunl 
they are nevertheless, reciprocal; ench 
is dependent upon the other and under 
our form of government one cannot pros- 
per without the other, Abraham'Lin- 
coin truly said that "cnpital is the fruit 
of labor and could not.'exist if labor had 
not first existed; labor therefore 
de- 


servos the first consideration." That this 
fundamental principle would be rccogni/.- 
pd by the tribunal selected by the pres- 
ident of the United States I luivu no rea- 
son to doubt. 


THIRD PAR1T NECESSARY. 


Tht grave question which you have 


been called upon to conside today de- 
mands ftnd must have your mo.st careful 
thought. Personally I should have pre- 
ferred an adjustment of the diifieulties 
cxiatins in the anthracite field by con- 
ference with the anthracite mine owners 
nnd without the intervention of agencies 
not directly involved, but I recognize the 
fact that relations between ourselves and 
the operators have become so strained 
M to render direct negotiation at this 


time impossible. If the consequences of 
this strike affected only the interests of 
the operator* and mine workers there- 
would be less reason for the intervention 
of a third party, but the fact that a coal 
famine WHS upon the people of eastern 
and seaboard states and"threatened to 
become a natioiiHl calamity justifies the 
action of the chief executive of our na- 
tion in his earnest effort to bring about 
an early resumption nf mining. 


" URGES ACCEPTANCE. 


The proposition submitted 
for your 


consideration 
may have 
objectionable 


feature and in it& detail may not meet 
with the unanimous approval oi our peo- 
ple, but it i* immeasurably better as now 
presented than when originally offered 
by the representatives of the co&l cor- 
porations. I am iinn in my conviction 
that the prompt acceptance of this pro- 
posal will secure to the anthracite mine 
workers and those dependent upon them 
a greater measure of justice than they 
could attain by continuing the conflict; 
I believe that'the prompt a-cceptance of 
this proposition will secure to the mine 
workers a greater degree of justice than 
they have enjoyed in the past. 


APPEALS FOR APPROVAL. 


The people of our country nwait with 


anxious Mcpectnncy the result of your 
action today; the eyes of the nation are 
centered upon your and friends and fcos 
alike demand the submission of issues 
involved in this strike to the tribunal 
nominated by the president of the United 
Stutes. That there are discordant ele- 
ments in this convention, that there are 
dissatisfied ones at home, I am fully 
aware, but gentlemen, with all the earn- 
estness I possess I urge that you give 
your approval to the action of your ex- 
ecutive officers who have rccomminded 
that the strik« be declared off, and all 
men nre then to return to work in the 
positions and working places occupied 
by them prior to the inauguration of the 
strike r.nd that all question* at issue be 
submitted for adjustment to the tribu- 
nal selected by the president.

700 delegates of the United Mine Work- 
ers of America from the hard coal mining 
district of Pennsylvania met in the Ne»- 
bitt theater today to act on the proposal 
to settle the long strike by arbitration. 
The convention was called by President 
Mitchell, under the rules of the union, 
to vote on the plan which hp laid be- 
fore it and later explained fully in a 
lengthy address. 


Previous to assembling of the conven- 


tion there v/ere busy scenes at. Strike 
headquarters in the Hart Hotel. Before 
S o'clock the miner delegates began to 
gather there. Pi-BSident'Mitehell waa the 
center of interest and until he left^.for 
the convention hall was 'always' sur- 
rounded by his lieutenants and others. • 


' DELEGATES IN GOOD MOOD. 
The delegates,-were in^ the. best of hu- 


mor as they loitered about hotel lobbies. 
The feeling of the men.was evidenced in 
a brief conversation overheard when del- 
egates from distant points met.

CHEER MITCHELL WILDLY. 


"Civc. three cheers for Mitchell, for the

This 
met with the expected opposition 'of the

but wanted very careful consiaeratlon. 


President Mitchell's speech was con- 


cluded at 2:53. 
Mr. Mitchell's ' state- 


meits in his speech favoring acceptance 
of the arbitration dici not elicit great ap- 
plause, but later his words "I urge ac- 
ceptance and that the strike bo declared 
off with the provision'that all men re- 
turn to tbeir former positions," drew out 
great applause. 


ONLY SP-EECHES: TODAY. 


A leading delegate said after the'noon 


adjournment that voting-oil the arbitra- 
tion proposition probably1 would not be- 
gin until tomorrow forenoon and that 
the session this afternoon would be de- 
voted to speeches. He saw no reason at 
all to think that thu convention would 
not vote to accept the arbitration plan 
and declare the s-trikc off but he thought 
that the definite news in the form of the 
final vote on the proposition might not 


i be made public until tomorrow nftcr- 
i noon.

MITCHELL QUIETS MEN. 


A warm debate followed -the fir«t note

'A 
hot debate occurred on this until Presi- 
dent Mitchell said:

If you want to consider the 
prospect of getting all your old positions 
back, you can best do it here. This pro- 
position will not be crammed down'.your 
throats. You are the men who voted to 
go on this strike and your votes will end 
it if it is ended."

A motion was carried to exclude from 


the hall all but the newspaper men. As 
soon a*, the hall was cleared of all not 
delegate's or newspaper men, the' engi- 
neers renewed their appea.1 to the conven- 
tion to do uomething to assure all the 
striking engineers, fire.men 
and - pump- 


men -that -the}- should get their pla'ces 
back. 


Before debate began a motion 'was car- 


lied to have the district delegates exam- 
ine the. credentials of' all delegates in 
the hall. This meant » considerable de- 
bate. 


At 3:30 a motion was made to go into 


executive session. This was followed by 
a motion to reconsider the motion to ad- 
mit the newspaper men. This brought on 
a Itrely debate and strong sentiments 
favoring the newspapermen developed. 
The motion to reconsider was lost.

MAN KILLED AT GQBLISS 


Mangled Remains of Peter Peterson 


Found Besides Main Tracks

Peter P«t«sson, a farm 
hand forty 


years old; was found beside1 the tracks 
of the Chicago, .Milwaukee. £ St. Paul 
railwsy, at Corliss, . between 
6 and 7 


o'clock lairt eyeningj hit. head, crushed 
and hands injured. . There is a question 
as to whether the man attempted to 
board a passenger train or whether h« 
coniffilUed suicide by-laying down on the 
trtck. . 


Little is known, of the man, except 


that he "worked on a farm several miles 
out from Corliss, and that he has a. 
brother living somewhere in the state of 
Michigan.. Yesterday afternoon he was 
about Corliss, -v'isited several saloons, re- 
marked that he did1 not care about liv- 
ing any longer and bidding friends good- 
bye. About"-dusk he. left n. saloon nnd 
not long'afterward he was found on or 
near the nmin trucks. 


There was a terrible cut on his hend 


and his hands were bruised. Dr. F. R! 
fturlock was sent for, but upon arriving 
at Corliss, fmind thnt the man died an 
hoar after being picked up. No one saw 
him injured and no one knows liow it 
happened. 


Many are of the belief that he at- 


tempted to board the pasinsg train and. 
•naa injured, while others believe that he 
Ic-apcd againft the train and was knock- 
ed down and'fatally1 hurt. • " . . ....

ciety and-Ho pastor was ever n-iore--high- 
ly regarded and,, loved by his flock. 


The history of the society, dates back 


to 1839. .That.year. the. first -service,' 
were held nnd .were,conducted by Rev. 
Mr. Hull, pf Milwaukee. In 1840 ser- 
vices were held every two weeks, Rev. 
Mr. Allison of Waukegan, officiating. In 
1S41, Revs. Dr. Adams, Breck and Ho- 
bart conducted tlio services and in 1642 
a regular parish, St. Luke's, was organ- 
J7.cd. Rev. William Walsh taking charge 
of ttrc pnrish until April 1. 1843. Rev. 
P. W. HAica of Kenoslm, officiating part 
of the time. In 
19-M and 1S45, Rev. 


Ebemczcr Williams conducted the ser- 
vices, and early in the latter year, the 
church edifice was erected on the oast 
side of what is known as Monument, 
square, which was used by the society 
until the memorable fire of 1606, when 
thnt with Tit.ua hill. Racine, house, firnt 
hotel built, and many other buildings 
were destroyed. Lots were then pur- 
chased at the corner of Main and Sev- 
enth streets, where the present hand- 
somerind commodious edifice wns erect- 
ed. The'corner stone was laid by the 
late venerable Bishop Xcmper,- assisted 
by many of -the clergy of the state, iri- 
ciuding Drs. Kellcy nnd Keene, Milwau- 
kee: Dr. Cole, Ns'sliotah;

Tlie little fel- 
low climbed upon a wagon loaded with 
sand, going west, owned by Joseph 
Dowse and in charge of Ulrich Knutson, 
but the man did not know the lad was 
on the wagon, until a boy riding a bi- 
cycle yelled that someone was stealing 
a riac. Knutson looked back and then 
did not see the boy nnd did not know- 
he 
was killed until informed

blocks up the street.

Secretary Moody does not mince words 


in the least for he declares positively 
that the present duty on hard coal of 
sixty-seven cents per ton, "was smuggled 
j:ito' the tariff act in a sneaking and cow- 
nrdly manner," and further that it ought 
to be repealed at the short session, of 
congress.

WILKESBARRE, Pa,, Oct. 20.—Mr. 


John J. Mitchell in the following speech 
to mine workers' delegates in convention 
here, urged in strong terms that the men 
vote to go back to work, pending the de- 
cision of the arbitration commission: 


A PAGE IN HISTORY. 


Gentlemen: In opening this conven- 


tion for the transaction of business I 
take pleasure in extending warm greet- 
ing and wp.leonie to the accredited rep- 
resentatives 
of 150,000 men 
and boys 


whose heroic struggle for living wages 
and American conditions of employment 
has won the admiration of the whole 
civilized world. Language is inadequate 
to express the sense of pride I feel in 
you and those you represent. Your no- 
ble, defense of the principles of unionism 
endears you to every man and every wo- 
man in our land who works for a liveli- 
hood. When the history of the struggles 
of toilers shall be, written, its pages will 
record no e\pn more important, no prin- 
ciple more ably defended, no battle more 
bravely fought than the contest which I 
earnestly hope is now about to be hap- 
pily ended. It is not my purpose to re- 
view the progress of the strike or rrvpn 
to enumerate the important events which 
ha1"? no\v parsed into history. Imprint- 
ed indelibly upon the hearts of our people 
are the memories of the sufferings and 
hardships \vhic-h have been and are be- 
ing emhired. I-'or five long months tlie 
interest.-! of the nation have been.center- 
ed upon your action ahil I can fay'that I, 
the proat" heart of the Amerir-an people 
throbbed in sympathy with you. It is 
of course a source- of deep regret that 
the millions of underpaid workmen of 
our 
gi'fraL citios should be the most 


acute sutTrn.Ts by reason of this contest 
between ourselves and our employers. 


But strange as it may appear hundred.- i 


tipon 
hundreds of those who 
sufftred} 


most from lack of fuel sent words of i 
commendation and encouragement to us I 
and in 
many instances declared 
that 


they would endure any privation in or- 
der that the miners and their familie- 
mi:;ht secure a sufficient wage Co enable 
them to enjoy a little happiness and sun- 
shine instead of the gloom and sadness, 
which lias been their lot 'for many years. 


The (k-bt of-gratitude, we--owe nur fel- 


low workers in this and other lands, the. 
dt-ht of gratitude we owe a generous 
public and a friendly pj-ess who have 
supported and .su.st.iinerl us during this 
memorable strike can never be^adcquate- 
ly repaid. 


NO HATRED ENGENDERED. 


For our opponent-, 
we 
entertain no 


fueling of malice. While they have ma- 
ligned our characters, impun^ed -our mo- 
tives and sought the victory by meth- 
ods which we .should scorn to use, yet 
on thi sday when we have secured an 
avenue of redress, on this day when the. 
realization of our hopes and ambitions 
seems 
near, when the prospect of a 


brighter and happier future seems assur- 
ed, when we should hold out to them the, 
hnnd of friendship and ask them to join 
us in providing lor such business rela- 
tions as shall for t.ll time establish pea,ce 
and tranquility in the coal fields. 


LABO-R'S RIGHT TO COMBINE. 
The day is past when a great organi- 


zation of capital can maintain the false 
position that their employes shall be de- 
nied the right to organize into compact 
bodies and speak through the organiza- 
tion of which they 
are members. We 


recognize the right of capital to consoli- 
date, to federate and to speak and act 
through its organization, but in accord- 
ing these rights and privileges to capital 
we demand and shall assert the snme 
privileges for those who toil. Between 
the combination of capital on the one 
hand and the organization of labor on 
the other there should be and need be. no 
irreconcilable conflict; each is a factor 
In the economic development bf our civ- 
ilization, and the application in business 
judgment and plain common se.nse by 
each would enable thorn to work in har- 
mony. While the interests of labor and 
capital are not by any means identical 
they are nevertheless, reciprocal; each 
is dependent upon the other and under 
our form of government one cannot pros- 
per without the other. Abraham "Lin- 
coln truly said that "capital is the. fruit 
of labor and could not exist if labor had 
not 
first existed; labor therefore 
de- 


serves the first consideration." That this 
fundamental principle would be recogniz- 
ed by the tribunal selected by the pres- 
ident of the United States I have no rea- 
son to doubt. 


THIRD PARTY NECESSARY. 


The- grave question which you have 


been called upon to conside today de- 
mands and must have jour most careful 
thought. Personally I should have pre- 
ferred an adjustment of the difficulties 
existing in the anthracite field by con- 
ference with the anthracite mine owners 
and without the intervention of agencies 
not directly involved, but I recognize the 
fact that relations between ourselves and 
the operators have become so strained 
H to render direct negotiation at this 


time impossible. If the consequences of 
this strike affected only the interests of 
the operators and mine worlcers there 
would be less reason, for the intervention 
of a third party, but the fact that a coal 
famine was upon the people of eastern 
and seaboard states and'threatened to 
become a national calamity justifies the 
action of the chief executive of our na- 
tion in his earnest effort to bring about 
an early resumption nf mining. 


" URGES ACCEPTANCE. 


The proposition submitted for your 


consideration 
may have objectionable 


features and in its. detail may not meet 
with the unanimous approval of our peo- 
ple, but it is immeasurably better as now 
presented than when originally offered 
by the representatives of the coal cor- 
porations. I am nrm in my conviction 
that the prompt acceptance of this pro- 
posal will secure to the anthracite mine 
workers and those dependent upon them 
a greater measure of justice than they 
could attain by continuing the conflict; 
I believe that the prompt a-cceptanee of 
this proposition will secure to the mine 
workers a greater degree of justice than 
they have enjoyed in the past. 


APPEALS FOR APPROVAL. 


The people of our country await with 


anxious expectancy the result, of your 
action today; the eyes of the nation are 
centered upon your and friends and fees 
alike demand the submission of issues 
involved in this strike to the tribunal 
nominated by the president of the United 
States. That there are discordant ele- 
ments in this convention, that there are 
dissatisfied ones at home, I am fully 
aware, but gentlemen, with all the earn- 
estness I possess I urge that you frive 
yoiir a.pproval to the action of your ex- 
ecutive officers who have recommended 
that the strike be declared off, and all 
men are, then to return to work in the 
positions and working places occupied 
by them prior to the inauguration of the 
strike and that all questions at iss-ue.be 
submitted for adjustment to the tribu- 
nal selected by the president. 


MARRIED WHEN A CHILD 


Hattie Bauer, Only 
13 Years Old,

On August 14, 1900, Hattie Bauer, 13 


years of age, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
John Bauer, of the town of Caledonia, 
eloped with Tobias Barton, not twenty- 
one-years of-age, 3,vent to Minnesota -^nd. 
then to St. Joseph. Michigan, where they 
were married. It was a week before the 
father and mother knew whtre the girl 
was and then it was through a. letter 
from the young husband, apprising them 
of the marriage. The father went to 
Chicago and attempted to find the. girl 
wife and bring her home, but did not 
succeed. After a time the child began 
to realize that it was not all honey to 
be married, for her husband grew cold 
and did not support her and she decided 
that it wa.s best to return home.

' DELEGATES IN GOOD MOOD. 
The delegates, were in the, best of hu- 


mor as they loitered about hotel lobbies. 
The feeling of the men.was evidenced in 
a brief conversation overheard when del- 
egates from distant points met.

"Oh, we are here to finish it, and I 


guess we will."

many churches, possibly 'forty all told. 
Many of them have stood for over half a. 
century. Among them, the Presbyterian, 
Congregational, Methodist, Baptist, Uni- 
versalist and the St. Luke's .Episcopal.

Rev. Willinm Walsh taking charge 
of ttre parish until April 1, 1843. Rev. 
F. W. Hatch of Kenoeha, officiating part 
of the time.

vices, and early in the latter year, the 
church edifice was erected on the east 
side of what is known as Monument 
square, which was used'by. the society 
until the memorable fire of 1806, when 
that with Titus hall, Racine house, first 
hotel built, and- many other buildings 
were destroyed.

After the new church was completed

Jos- 
eph Nichols. Hev. Rosw'ell Park was 
eallcd in 1S56 and served until 1863. 
Rev., Park, besides taking shurgo of the

lege. Ho died in 18G9 and his bodj' is 
buried beside the chapel at the collage. 
The sixth ' pastor was Rev. Benedict; 
then came Rev. Edward C. Porter. On

Luke's Guild hall,- one of the 'finest in 
the country, with all'of the modern, im- 
provements, having a- seating 
capacity.

TAXING MORTGAGES.

drops of sweet oil mixed with the same 
quantity.of good black ink, and gloves 
of a light color may be cleaned by wash- 
ing and rinsing with gasoline. Light col- 
ored cloth coat for jackets that have be- 
come soiled may be cleaned with Ful- 
ler's earth. 
Sprinkle the powder over 


ever part of the cloth and rub it in well 
with a clean atiff brush, then brush it 
out carefully. If there is a grease spot 
on the cloth, spread the powder over 
the spot and let it stand for several 
hours before cleaning the garment. There 
are few housewives who do not have old 
dresses to make over; not only ont of 
style, but soiled, if not worn, and often 
a little work will make thorn look like 
new. Flannel, cashmere, serge nnd such 
goods can be washed in suds made With 
white castile coan and warm soft water, 
but no soap should be rubbed over the 
fabric, the suds should be well mixed and 
beaten to a lather before the pieces are' 
put in. Wash by lifting up and down 
. arnd rubbinj gently between the hands 
until clean, then rinse through several 
waters to get rid .of all suds. Do not 
wring the cloth, but squeeze as much of 
the water oiit as possible and hang over, 
the line to drip dry, then take from the 
line before quite dry and press carefully 
on the wrong side. 


For 
Blister 
Burns1—A 'burn which 


raises a blister is one of the worst kin;!. 
It is a second stage burn and great care 
must be taken that it does not go wrong. 
This burn will go through -the first two 
layers of skin, and perhaps through the 
tbird. As the nerves of sensation lie in 
the skin, the 
1 second-stage bum is expui- 


sitely painful. The water treatment will 
do the burn good in the first sting of its 
pain, and afterward it should be oiled 
with any pure oil at hand. Xothing is 
better than the good friend, olive oil, 
or the salad oil from the cruet stand. 
If neither of these is at hand, castor oil 
or linseed oil will do. If these also fail, 
them some toilet vaseline. 
But 
not 


glycerine, because of the alcohol in it, 
whieh would sting and make the inflam- 
mation worse. 


Cleansing Common Lace—In cleaning 


common laces make a suds; let the lace 
soak in this for ten hours or more: then 
rub gently between the palms of the 
hands. Wash in a second suds in the 
same manner, then rinse until the water 
is clear. If the luce is to be tinted, do 
it now; then starch. Have a 
flannel 


tacked lightly on a board; spread the 
lace to this and pin to the flannel. Be 
sure that the lace is drawn out properly 
and that each point is fastened to the 
flannel with a pin. or the wet lace may 
be drawn out perfectly smooth, covered 
with a piece of cheese-cloth and ironed 
v/ith a. moderately hot iron until'quite 
dry. 


Exercise for Older Persons—While ex- 


ercise for elderly persons is imperative 
it should be gentle. Level ground is best 
to walk on. and exercise should never be 
taken within an hour after meals. Heavy 
lifting, straining or hurrying must be 
avoided. 
Fresh air is the best preven- 


tive of chest complaints and if well pro- 
tected there need be no curtailing of ex- 
ercise, even in wet and stormy weather.

Fruit Pastilles—Take one tin of apri- 


cots and twelve ounces of 
granulated 


sugar. Pour the Juice off the apricots 
and pass them through a hair sieve. 
Weigh one pound of this puree into a i 
saucepan, add the sugar and bring slow- 
ly to the boil, stirring all the time. Con- 
tinue to stir until the puree is quite 
thick, when' a drop placed on the slab 
will set. Let the puree cool a few min- 
utes, then pour on a paper in little 
rounds each about the size of a penny 
piece. 
Sprinkle with granulated sugar 


until covered. Let them cool and set. 


Chocolate Mousse.—Scntpo 
or grate 


one square and a half of chocolate, melt 
in a saucepan, add two tablespoonfuls of 
sugar and two table-spoonfuls of hot wa- 
ter and stir and simmer gently until 
smooth. Boil together for five minutes, 
one-quarter of a cupful each of sugar 
and water, add one teaspoonful of gran- 
ulated gelatine soaked in one-quarter of 
a cupful of water, stir until dissolved, 
then add the chocolate mixture and one- 
half of a cupful of thin cream. 
Stand 


aside until beginning to thicken, then 
stir in gently one pint of thick cream 
whipped to a solid froth, one teaspoon- 
ful of vanilla and one teaspoonful of 
sherry. Turn into a mold with a-tight 
cover, bind the edge with astrip of rmus- 
lin dipped into melted lard or butter 
and bury in mixed salt and cracked ice 
for three hours.

Beardsley, .who far, seventy-four yeai'3 
has been postmaster at North Lansing, 
Tompkins county, N. Y.- He was , com- 
missioned postmaster July 14, 1S2S, by 
John McLean, postmaster general under 
President Jackson, and has served con- 
tinuously ever since.. Mr.' Beardsley is 
the pride of the postal .service and, in 
fact, of the entire government service. 
In 1901 he was invited to attend the in- 
auguration of President McKinley, the 
government .offering^ to furnish a special 
car and provide an attendant,'nurse, and 
physician, • but he was not sufficiently 
strong to attempt the journey. 


Recctly, however, although' 63 years 


old; he has been better and stronger than 
for years past, and has expressed a wish 
to come to Washington and greet the 
postmaster general and see the head- 
quarters of the service in which he has 
spent severity-four years of'his life. 


At the time of his. receiving his com- 


mission as postmaster there was not a 
single railroad 'in the United States, but 
the first spike had ben driven for the 
Baltimore & Ohio from Baltimore west- 
ward. Queen Victoria was then only 9 
years old, and Beardsley had been post- 
master nine years when the Victorian 
reign began. Mails were carried by stage 
coaches, and sometimes by horseback, as 
was the case at North Lansing, the mails 
reaching the office only once a week and 
the quarterly receipts seldom being in 
excess of $16.
